But I finished Shirer's book last 


Onight with the conviction it is an 


honest diary. He made news scoops, 
but at times he admitted his com- 
petitors scooped him. He made pro- 
phecies that came true, but at other 
times his guesses went sour. 


However, ho closed.his book with 


a summary of German foreign policy 
that 
since 
the book's publication 


(June 20, 1941) proves to be startl- 
ingly true. He forecast that Germany 
would declare war on both Russia 
and the United States—and on Rus- 
sia first! 


Here is the quotation, Pages 591- 


2: 


"There is one final question to 


be tackled in these rambling con- 
clusions: Does Hitler contemplate 
war with the United States? I have 
argued this question many hours 
with many Germans and not a few 
Americans here (Berlin) and have 
pondered it long and carefully. I 
am firmly convinced that he does 
contemplate it and that if he wins 
in Europe and Africa he will in 
the end launch it unless we are 
prepared to give up our way of 
life and adapt ourselves to a sub- 
servient place in his totalitarian 
scheme of things. 


"For to Hitler there will not 


bo room in this small world for 
two great systems of life, goyern- 


" 'merit, and' trader For' this treason 


I think he also will attack ^Rus- 
sia, probably before he tackles 
the Americas." 
Shirer, looking on the European 


eyes, has seen the truth. His back- 
ground certainly helped him. Born 
in Chicago in 1904, he attended Coe 
college, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and on 
graduation worked his way across the 
Atlantic aboard a cattle-boat. Once 
in Europe he stayed there 15 years, 
first as correspondent for the Chica- 
go Tribune, then for Hearst's Uni- 
versal Service wire, and finally as 
continental representative 
for 
the 


Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS) 
—and he is with CBS in the United 
States today, as you know.

Moscow Claims 
Utter Defeat 
of Nazi Army 


New Thrust Is 
Predicted Through 
Turkey From 
Bulgaria 


By the Associated Press 
A disastrous and to Adolf Hitler's 


invasion of Russia was freely pre- 
dicted by London military quarters 
Saturday as Moscow claimed utter de- 
feat of a 750,000 German army and 
signs multiplied that Hitler might be 
planning a new campaign through 
Bulgaria into Turkey and the Middle 
East. 


The prospect of the Nazi Fuherer, 


heartily sick of bloody losses and 
hardships 
suffered 
on the 
frozen 


steppes of Russia, might have decided 
to lash out in another direction, 
found these supporting theories. 


1. Britain announced that she was 


iending aerial reinforcements to the 
Middle East—evidently to meet a new 
threat since British armies already 
had the Germans and Italians on the 
run in northern Africa. 


2. Germany 
dominated 
Bulgaria, 


which remained neutral and hence 
not legally available for use as a base 
for German operations, declared war 
on Britain and the United States. 


3. German officially announced that 


her armies in Russia were withdraw- 
ing to new defense positions for the 
winter—possible to divert attention to 
mass her forces for an attack on the 
Middle East. 


4. Russian reports of new German 


peace "feelers'to Moscow which the 
Soviet bluntly rejected indicated that 
Adolf Hitler wanted a free hand for 
another venture elsewhere. 


5. Germa 
ntroops 
concentrations 


have been reported from time to time 
in southern Bulgaria, including the 
Black seaports, in position for -an at- 
tack on Turkey if that country re- 
fuses to permit the transportation of 
German troops across Turkey.

The executive board of the Hemp- 


stead County Civilian Defense Coun- 
cil met this week and decided to at 
once open here in the City of county 
office of Civilian Defense.

WASHINGTON—When the history 


if the New Deal is written, there will 
if course, be a long chapter devoted 
o the many Republicans who were 
ailed into service in the Democratic 
dministration, but alongside it will 
lave to be another chapter, often over- 
ooked. That will be one on the great 
number of representatives of the na- 
ion's first families in wealth and 
ocial standing who have been at- 
racted to the New Deal and hold 
tey positions in the government set- 
up. 


Just by naming a few, the point can 


be made. 


1. Nelson Rockefeller, 33-year-old 


son of the multi-millionaired Rocke- 
eller clan, is a good deal more than 
a figure-head as the chief executive 
n developing our Good Neighbor 
policy. 


His title is coordinator of cultural 


and commercial relations between the 
American 
republics — and 
young 


rockefeller's hours in his office are 
about as long as hi? title. When he 
was handed the job, the snorts that 
went up among the old time politic- 
ians could be heard all over the place. 
Imagine, they said, bringing the oil- 
covered second grandson of old John 
D., Sr., in to do a good will job on 
Latni America where the mere men- 
tion of U. S. oil interests will gen- 
erally get you a dirty look, if not 
fisticuffs. ' 


In a little more than a year, Nelson 


Rockefeller has changed more case- 
hardened critical minds than any other 
young man on the scene. And if this 
son of the nation's richest "conserva- 
tive" family has had an idea yet that 
the so-called "left-wing" New Deal 
hasn't approved of, no one has heard 
about it. 


2. W, Averell Harriman, multimil- 


lionaire son of H. E. Harriman, the 
railroaad and banking tycoon, was 
the most successful banker of the de- 
pression. He was a famous rowing

one with every country defending its 
freedom against aggression. Perhaps 
we always were. Now at last it is 
clear. 


Bo sure we are invaded. The mere 


fact that tho initial steps hnd to be 
taken by Japan far out in the Paci- 
fic is mere coincidence. Thus far geo- 
graphy protected us. But geography 
is no longer to be relied upon. Long- 
er range bombers, new and dcadlici 
devices at sea, the fall 
of bases 


which bring Japanese airfields near- 
er and nearer, these factors are strip- 
ping nwny the last shreds of our re- 
liance on mere geography. 


We sec now, written in the blooc 


of our own murdered countrymen 
the lesson we were so reluctant to 
learn. Security lies not in remote- 
ness, but in the destruction of the 
very airfields, fleet bases, arms fac 
lories and governments from whicl 
the menace comes. The oceans are no 
safety any more, though they shiclt 
us temporarily from the direct at 
tack that would certainly have come 
had it been possible. 


They arc a temporary shield only. 


They cannot protect us permanently 
or with tho slightest assurance for 
the future. 


Only the elimination from the world 


picture of those forces which have 
so callously mocked the world's hope 
of a peaceable order offers the slight- 
test hope of future peace. 


Wo have before us a period of 


trial. There will be hardships, not 
the tiny inconveniences we have thus 
far but sufering and death. 


We face them unflinchingly, for 


the sake of the future. On this road 
there is no turning back.
